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This program guide is number fifty- 
seven in the long-lived (and long- _ 
livid) series coming out of radio 
gumdrop --- KTAO, at 5 University 
Avenue, in Los Gatos, California. 


The guide ts matled out each week to 
those who subscribe to it at $lia 
year; or, for the poor, $7.50 for 9 
months. Subscripttons --- along with 
our 30 or so sponsors --- help keep 
KTAO alive and bleating in your ear 
with ethnte and classical music tin 
the mornings, and folk and classical 
and jazz and ethnic in the afternoons, 
and jazz and blues and rock in the 
evenings. As well, there are daily 
talk-blab shows as listed herein in 
the guide after the next few pages of 
the usual rhetoric. 


KTAO should appear on your dial some- 
where around 95.3 in much of the Bay 
Area --- or squeezed firmly the shoe- 
horn ow between 24 hour wall-to-wall 
rock, and 24 hour wall-to-wall top 
pops classical favorites. Although 
we are small and dumpy, we are tough 
as nails under all this apparent fri- 
volity. The station is run 24 hours

The Federal Communications Commission is a 
seven-member (some say hydra-headed) body 
with an 1,100 man bureaucracy and the re- 
sponsibility for licensing some million or 
so electromagnetic devices used to torture 
the aether. They do several hundred other 
things which are mostly boring --- which 
will therefore not concern us at this time. 


One small portton of this responsibility 
covers the visual and audio spectrum Loving- 
ly called Channels 2 - 83, or Televiston, or 
The Great Votd. Another encompasses the 
sectton of the atrwaves from 550 to 1,550 
kiloecyeles (or, as ts more currently called 
now, KtloHertz, after kindly Sam Hertz, the 
tnventor of the rent-a-cycle.) This is 

also known as AM, or Standard Broadcast, or 
--- in more literate cireles ~-- the radio 
garbageheap. 


Finally, there is that select portion of 
the audio band from 88.1 mHz to 107.9 mHz. 
That is FM. Or HiFi. Or E-Z Listenin' 

Or Underground. And it is from this last, 
from this underground filled with aciduous 
rocks that most of the present controversy 
flows. The water from the deep is strong 


and strange --- and some fear it will taint 
us all. Some say the well is filled with 
acid. 


Now as I was telling you before --- the FCC 


ts a government body belonging ltke the 
Viet Nam War to a headless Fourth Branch 
of the U.S. Government...outstde the 
legislative, the executive, or the judicial 
but --- unltke the aforementtoned War --- 
sttll subject to the logte and order of 
the three branches. For the seven comn- 
tsstoners are appotnted by the President, 
confirmed by the Senate, and have their 
dectstons upheld or overruled by the 
Federal Judtctary. Thetr pay --- and 

the pay of their underlings --- comes 
from Congress, or at least tt did until 
last year when they finally got wtse 

and realtzed what an otlwell they were 
'regulating' and decided to tax the 
broadeasters to pay the cost of watch- 
tng over (taking care of) the broad- 
casters. 


Even with the new tax scheme, though, 
the chains to Congress run deep. And 
if Senator Jackson calls up the bureau 
of renewal and licenses over on 'M' 
Street and asks what the hell happened 
to his friend the friendly radio ty- 
coon in Spokane and his license renew- 
al --- he is sure to get a quick and 
humble answer to his question, if not 
speedy action on the application. At 
the FCC, if you are a lower level 
worker, you have 500 extra bosses (at 
least) who are not listed in the Bud- 
get Bureau official chart of order and 
5) responsibility at the Commission.

There is a judicial system that can and will 
and has said DON'T CENSOR. So it don't. At. 
least --- not too much. 


There ts a quiver, and a groan, and out of 
the dinosaur comes this little egg marked 
"Notice 58902" which to some people looks 
like something different, but anyway the 
Notice 58902 gets sent out to 7500 broad- 
cast and telecast stations in the US of A 
and tt says just what the FCC has been 
saying for the last 35 years: you, as a 
broadcaster, with the public trust, are 
required to know at all times exactly what 
ts gotng out over your frequency. Exactly. 
And tf you broadcast songs with lyrics a- 
bout drugs, you must --- as a responstble 
broadeaster --- know exactly what those 
lyrics say. That's it. 


The American nerves marked "Don't Tread 
on Me" never --- thank the Lord --- dry 

up and go away. The sensitivity of the 
fools and madmen and genuises and dullards 
who make up this country may come and go 
---but it never dries up completely. And, 
as a result, when a government body treads 
anywhere near these sensitive nerves down 
near the toes somewhere, the country gets 
all freaky and strange and sends out weird 
and frightened vibrations. 


Which ts all right. Hyperbole is a good 
defense, and fear and rumor serve to keep ~ 
the good Citizens alive and in the hair 
of bureaucrats --- right where they be- 
long. ."Is tt true the government has 
banned all anti-war songs from the air," 
says a concerned voice on the telephone, 
honest, to me 4 days ago right where I 

am sttting now. "I understand that the 
FCC says you can't play any more rock," 
says one of our volunteers. "Is tt true," 
says a girl, “about the government play- 
list?" "Where do you get these stories," 
I demand. Wow. 


I try to reassure them. It's not a bad 
notice. They've been saying the same 

thing for 35 years. There's nothing to 
fear. THERE'S NOTHING TO FEAR. ° Of 

course not. It's too late. A naive 
legislative body, trying to close the 

door on the revolution of the mind opened 
up almost a quarter-century ago, in Switz- 
erland, in the offices of Sandoz, when an 
innocent young scientist got some ergotrate 
substance on his hands, in his mouth, tried 
to ride a bicycle down the street, and saw 
all the flaming horses. 


It's too late, I thought. It's much too 
late. Not only have all the beautiful 8 
flame-colored horses escaped, racing down 
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the blue-green rivers of the universe: 

g not only have the flaming horses of the 
mind run ractng wild-eyed out beyond 
the golden hinges of time --- singing 
ltke mad: not only have they poured 
through the star-cells of our mind: 
but, Lord Knows---the barn, that gtant 
hay-smelling barn of our innocence from 
so long ago has collapsed in a sweet 
dancing up of dust and rubble in the 
last pale shaft of too-long-ago swm- 
mer dying sun. O no!
